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INTRODUCTION 


With this we complete a series of eleven ornithological gazetteers for 
the South American continent. 


The Brazilian gazetteer identifies and describes approximately 6,000 
sites at which birds have been collected or observed. In addition, we 
include about 600 localities whose identification has eluded us ("not 
located") and roughly 1,000 rivers, streams, bays, and other geographical 
features where ornithologists have worked but for which we lack informa- 
tion on the specific localities visited. 


These records have been obtained from publications and from 
specimens within certain museums. We have searched about sixteen 
hundred papers and books, exclusive of the "popular literature," that 
contain information on the biology and distribution of Brazilian birds in the 
wild. Not all of these were useful in preparing the gazetteer, but all are 
listed in the bibliography at the end of this work, which may now serve as 
the corpus of Brazilian ornithological literature. Several hundred additional 
publications, such as taxonomic reviews, avifaunas of other countries, and 
studies of parasites, contained information used in the gazetteer but the 
data on Brazil appeared incidental to the main topics. These papers are 
not, strictly speaking, part of the corpus of Brazilian ornithology and are 
not given in the bibliography. They are, however, cited in full within the 
text whenever they are used. 


While assembling the bibliography we came across the titles of a few 
papers that we were unable to examine. These are annotated as "not 
seen." In addition, although every bibliographic resource available was 
used, we know we also failed to find references to several volumes of 
abstracts (resumos) because of gaps that appear within the series that we 
do have. Owing to the preliminary character of such abstracts, it is 
doubtful that they would have had much, if any, affect on the completed 
gazetteer. 


Unpublished data were obtained from all of the Brazilian specimens 
within the Museum of Comparative Zoology, the Field Museum of Natural 
History, the Carnegie Museum of Natural History (courtesy of K. C. 
Parkes), the Natural History Museum of Los Angeles (courtesy of the late 
R. W. Schreiber), and the Western Foundation of Vertebrate Zoology 
(courtesy of L. F. Kiff). Occasionally distributional information was found 
in other museum collections when examining specimens for different pur- 
poses. These data are incorporated in the gazetteer but no systematic 
searches could be made of those collections. 


The spelling of Brazilian place names presents problems not encoun- 
tered in preparing other gazetteers. For example, great inconsistencies, 
even by a single Brazilian author, were found in the use of the preposition 
de and the contractions da, do, das, and dos. But more formidable is the 
variation in spelling of place names. While the number of varient spellings 
is always high in areas where visiting collectors render place names 
phonetically, it is particuarly high in Brazil because of governmental

decrees. In 1943 the Brazilian Academy of Letters published a new 
vocabulary with the aim of simplifying orthography. The main changes 
were (1) the elimination of most silent letters and most double letters, 
except for "rr" and "ss", (2) the dropping of "k", "Ww" and "y", and almost 
entirely "h", and (3) the replacement of "ph" with "f". In 1971 there was 
a minor change in the use of the circumflex accent (e.g., préto becomes 
preto). We have attempted, through cross referencing, to cite the varient 
spellings but for the main entries we follow the spellings used by the 
United States Board on Geographic Names (USBGN) in the gazetteer for 
Brazil (1963) which retains the older orthography. 


The assignment of localities to various states or territories follows 
USBGN, except that since that publication (1963) Guanabara has been 
merged with Rio de Janeiro and Mato Grosso do Sul separated from Mato 
Grosso. 


There are certain other inconsistencies in Brazilian ornithology which 
may prove troublesome. For example, O. M. de O. Pinto (1896-1981) was 
one of the country's most productive and prolific authors. His name 
appears in various ways, e.g., Oliveiro M. de Oliveira Pinto, Oliverio M. de 
Pinto, Oliverio M. O. Pinto, Oliverio Mario de Oliveira Pinto, Oliverio 
Pinto, etc. In our bibliography his name is O. M. de O. Pinto, regardless 
of the form in which it was published. Other confusing name changes are 
those associated with the Museu Paulista. This is the major museum in 
Brazil. Until 1940 it was a private institution and it published the 
well-known Revista do Museu Paulista. In 1940 the museum became the 
Departamento de Zoologia da Secretaria de Agricultura, S80 Paulo, and its 
publication became Arquivos de Zoologia do Estado de Sao Paulo. Volume 
I of the Arquivos, 1940, is also marked "Tomo XXIV da Revista do Museu 
Paulista." A second publication was launched the following year, Papéis 
Ayulsos do Departamento de Zoologia (Vol. 1, 1941). In 1967 the museum 
became the Museu do Zoologia da Universidade de S20 Paulo and remains 
such today. The journal titles were simplified to Arquivos de Zoologia and 
Papeis Ayvulsos de Zoologia, respectively.
